3-Year Contract Set Up; 
Total Pay Rise of 22

The 17 wholesale baking plants 
that have been closed down. by 
a strike of 1200 bakers since June 
7 began preparing today to re- 
sume production after the AFL 
bakers’ union and management 
agreed on the terms of a new 
three-year contract last night at 
the Forest Park Hotel. 


Production will start tomorrow 
and first deliveries of bread and 
other bakery products are ex- 
pected Monday morning, A. E. 
Milton, chairman of the St. Louis 
Wholesale Bakers Employers 
Council, the management group, 
said today. 

Milton, stating the work stop- 
page was the first in local history, 
expressed regret at the inconven- 
ience it had caused consumers 
and retail food merchants. 


Kroger Stores to Reopen. 

R. A. Hughes, branch manager 
of the Kroger Co., said the 87 
Kroger stores here that - were 
forced to close when rétail clerks, 
meatcutters and delivery: men re- 
fused to cross bakers’ picket lines, 
will reopen Tuesday morning. 
“We must receive and unload 
over a hundred carloads of mer- 
chandise in order to restock our 
Stores,” he said. 

Under the terms of the new 
contract, which replaces one that 
expired last May 1, the members 
of Local 4, AFL Bakery and Con- 
fectionery Workers, and its auxil- 
iary will receive an increase of 
10 cents an hour across the board 
retroactive to May 1. They will 
also receive a 10-cent differential 
for night work beginning at once. 
These are identical with the 
terms of the one-year contract 
signed with A&P Food Stores 
early in the strike. : 

Additional] Inereases. 


there will be an additional in- 
crease of seven cents an hour on 
May 1, 1951, and another rise of 
five cents on May I, 1952. The 
empleyers had insisted earlier 
that the second and third year 
increases be made in two equal 
semi-annual steps rather than in 
full at the beginning of each year. 
Thus, the agreement provides a 
total increase of 22 cents an hour 
over the three-year period. 

George Stuart, international 
vice president of the union, said 
the new contract with Contihental 
Baking Co. was for one year only 
in order to permit future bargain- 
ing on ‘a nation-wide basis. 

Other companies included in 
last night's settlement were Colo- 
nial, Deer Park, Walter Freund, 
General, Grennan, Hauck. Host- 
ess, Kroger. Lantz, Midland, 
Taystee, Ward and White bak- 
eries.

The switchmen had called off 
their strike against four other 
large Western and Midwestern 
railroads. They kept the walkout 
in force against the Chicago, Rock 
Island and Pacific, however, and 
there have been threats that other 
unions also would declare strikes 
against the line. 

The walkouts began June 25 
over their demand for a five-day 
week with the same pay they get 
for the present six-day week. 

The union had rejected a pres- 
idential fact-finding board’s rec- 
ommendation for an 18-cent hour- 
ly pay rise and a 40-hour week. 
In. his order, Truman directed 
that the wages and conditions in 
force at the start of the strike 
continue in effect. He did not, 
however, bar any settlement which 
might make new terms and con- 
ditions retroactive when a final 
settlement is reached. 

Strike Called Unjustified. 

The President on Thursday 
called the strike unjustified and 
threatened drastic action but, un- 
til today, the nature of such ac- 
tion was not revealed. The other 
lines—the Chicago Great Western, 
Great Northern, Denver and Rio 
Grand Western, and Western Pa- 
cific—now are getting rolling 
again 

Meanw hile. 250,000 railroad con- 
ductors, trainmen and yardmas- 
ters threatened a nation-wide 
strike a week from today if their 
dispute with the carriers is not 
settled. 

These unions, like the switch- 
men, seek a 40-hour work week 
without reduction in pay. They 
will be legally free to strike next 
Saturday.

MacArthur’s communique said: 

“Aerial observation from Py- 
ongtaek eastward to Wonju re- 
veals increasing enemy building 
of men and armor in this area. 
Reports indicate a possible con- 
centration of two divisions west 
and southwest of Wonju. Sup- 
plies, equipment and personnel 
are steadily flowing from the 
north and northwest.” 


This would spread the Red 
southward pressure along an ir- 
regular front running from Py- 
ongtaek about 52 air miles north- 
eastward to Wonju. 

MacArthur's bulletin also said 

“reports over the past three or 
four days indicate a steady build- 
up of enemy troops along the east 
coast.” Troop and tanks concen- 
trated in this area, it added, “sug- 
gest the fact that preparations are 
under way for a drive in the 
direction of Pusan.” 

Pusan is the main American 
supply port at the extreme south- 
eastern tip of the peninsula. 

The communique said the con- 
centration in the east “may also 
mean a wide flanking envelop- 
ment of the main battle area to 
sever the important communica- 
tions junction at Taegu.” Taegu 
is about 58 air miles northwest of 
Pusan.

WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP)— 
President Truman today named 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur as com- 
manding general of the United 
Nations forces in Korea. 

Acting under a U.N. Security 
Council resolution adopted yés- 
terday, Truman also directed 
MacArthur to use the U.N.’s blue 
and white flag, along with the 
flags of the participating nations, 
in operations against the Commu- 
nist troops in North Korea. 

MacArthur thus becomes the 
first military leader to command 
unified forces of the 59-nation 
world organization. 

The President used the phrase 
“commanding general of the mili- 
tary forces” which the members 
of the U.N. placed under the uni- 
fied command Obdf the United 
States. 

The presidential statement said: 

“The Security Council of the 
United Nations in its resolution 
of July 7, 1950, has recommended 
that all members providing mili- 
tary forces and other assistance 
pursuant to the Security Council 
resolutions of June 25 and 27, 
make such forces and other assist- 
ance available te a unified com- 
mand under the United States. 

“The Security Council resolu- 
tion also requests that the United 
States designate the commander 
of such forces, and authorizes the 
unified command at its diseretion 
to use the United Nations flag in 
the course of operation against 
the North Korean forces concur- 
rently with the flags of the vari- 
ous nations participating. 

“I am responding to the recom- 
mendation of the Security Coun- 
cil and have designated Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur as the com- 
manding general of the military 
forces which the members of the 
United Nations place under the 
unified command of the United 
States pursuant to the United Na- 
tions’ assistance .to the Republic 
of Korea in repelling the unpro- 
voked armed attack against it. ®

DRAFT ORDER REGARDED 
AS SPUR TO ENLISTMENTS 


Officials Indicate Hope 
of Getting Needed Spe- 
cialists as Volunteers— 


547,002 May Get Call. 


WASHINGTON, July 8 (AP)— 
President Truman dangled the 
draft law over the heads of re- 
servists and prospective recruits 
today in an urgent effort to build

up military manpower for the de- 
mands of the war in Korea. 

The President late yesterday 
gave the Pentagon power to draft 
men in a general order désigned 
to lift economy limits imposed on 
the Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Air Force. 

That the Defense Department 
hoped to get by, at least initially, 
without actually using the draft 
authority was evident in the com- 
ment of an official Army spokes- 
man: 

“If strengths are met without 
use of Selective Service, we'll be 
very happy.” 

No Indication of Numbers. 

‘No official would say how many 
men are wanted. However, a com- 
parison of the limits fixed by law 
against the present strength of 
the armed forces indicates that 
the figure could run as high as 
547,482. 

The officials of the armed 
forces who made public the White 
House order said that so far as 
they know there has been no de- 
cision yet to call up the National 
Guard or reservists. 

However, they said,..‘we will 
welcome eserves with open

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
ARMY AT THE KOREAN 
FRONT, July 8 (UP)—We lost the 
important rail center of Chonan, 
36 miles north of Taejon, to the 
Communists today, but only be- 
cause the American command de- 
cided it wasn’t worth the price 
to hold it. 

The withdrawal was ordered 
after a stubborn, bloody battle in 
which the Americans for the first 
time forced Communist armor to 
retreat. The commanders thought 
it wiser to consolidate American 
lines against infiltrating Commu- 
nist infantrymen than to keep the 
' town. 

Conflicting Reports. 

(In. Washington, a _ military 
spokesman said a message from 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur at about 
8:20 a.m. St. Louis time said 
Chonan still was in the hands of 
the South Korean and American 
troops, 

(However, Associated Press 


Correspondent O. H. P. King in 
a dispatch from the Korean front 
eonfirmed that the Red invaders 
had captured the town in what 
he called “their deepest penetra- 
tion of the Sotth Korean de- 
fenses.”) 

There were two phases to the 
battle. The Americans were 
routed in the first phase and 
were in full retreat when their 
officers halted them. Then the 
G.I.s rallied and rolled forward 
again, forcing the Communist 
tanks to retreat. But after the 
Americans regained control of 
the city, they were ordered to 
retire from it. The commanders 
did not think the advantage of 
holding the town was worth the 


price, 
Moral Victory. 

This American moral victory— 
for it is so regarded here—would 
have been less costly had the 
Americans gone into battle pre- 
pared to meet an experienced, 
tough enemy. 

The outfit went into Chonan 
as boys, but they came out as 
men, 

Some didn’t come out, for the 
fighting was fierce with a heavy 
weapons outfit fighting tanks with 
infantry weapons. 

The Americans played a hide- 
and-seek* game for three hours 
this morning against enemy 
tanks. Their new commanding 
officer was killed by a tank burst 
that blew off his face. Others 
were killed by infiltrating snipers. 

There were no ambulances to 
evacuate the wounded, and there 
were only the meagerest commu- 
nications between the embattled 
Yanks and the rear. But those 
communications were enough to 
get artillery fire from the rear 
all night that plastered the North 
Koreans as they never had been 
hit before. 

Twenty-four hours earlier, most 
of those American younghters nev- 
er had heard a shot fired in anger. 
Some ran in panic when they heard 
the first one. But they repelled 
two Communist attacks before 
nightfal, held Chonan all night

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The Safer Course 


It was a hard decision which Washington had 
to make on use of the draft, if needed, to build 
the armed forces to an authorized strength of 
2,000,000. It was hard because there was doubt, 
not to say danger, no matter which way the deci- 
sion went. In such a situation the best course is 
to tip the scales on the side of safety. That is 
just what President Truman and his military 
advisers, after deliberation, made up their minds 
to do. 

The argument can be made that resumption 
of selective service will convince Russia that 
the United States is preparing for war. The 
Kremlin may read the news from the Pentagon 
as evidence that this country is getting ready 
to fight against Russia. -Conceivably, the an- 
nouncement might even be a factor in subse- 
quent war decisions in Moscow. 

As to that no one-can be sure. For there is 
also the possibility that the news that the 
United States is going to build up its defense 
forces will have just the opposite effect. It may 
very well impress on the men in the Politburo 
that the American people are not going to take 
any pushing around. Then, the return of the 
draft in this countrycould be a factor in pro- 
ducing a saner Russian attitude and so con- 
tribute notably to the preservation of peace. 

In any case, a risk must be run and it would 
be foolhardy to run it on the side of unpre- 
paredness at a time when war in Korea could 
be a foretaste of the future. Much better to 
move on the side of safety than to invite attack 
because a military dictatorship regards us as 
weak and defenseless. 

The vote in Congress on extension of the 
Draft Act foretold public sentiment. In the 
House the vote was 315 to 4. Senators voted 
76 to 0 on roll call, and 18 other Senators who 
were absent recorded themselves in favor of 
the .»xtension. 

In an ideal world there would be no draft— 
there would be no need for arms bearing at all. 
It is a sad comment on the greed and exploita- 
tion out of which Koreas arise that Americans 
must train themselves in the arts of war, but 
train they must if the? want to be sure of sur- 
vival tomorrow. : 

This is no snap decision. It is announced by 
the Army, Navy and Air Force. It is recom- 
mended by the Joint Chiefs of Staff. It is con- 
curred in by the Secretaries of the three major 
branches in the Department of Defense. It en- 
joys the approval of the Commander-in-Chief, 
President Truman, This means that thoughtful 
military and naval leaders like Gen. Bradley, 
Adm. Sherman and Gen. Vandenberg deliber- 
ated long and carefully befora@athe decision was 
announced. 

Such sponsorship is impressive. It is all many 
citizens will care to know. They will regard 
the issue as a military one for military experts 
to decide. However, most laymen probably will 
have reached the same conclusions on their own. 

We repeat that the decision was a hard one. 
But we think Washington has followed by far 
the safer of the courses open. If return to 
selective service at this time helps confine the 
war to Korea and persuades Russia to stay out, 
it will have been one of the wisest moves in 
American history. 
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Patronage or Public Safety? 

The political patronage-hounds who are trying 
to defeat the proposed new city charter have 
given their opponents the best possible argu- 
ment for adoption of the charter. All the state- 
controlled offices in the city, with the exception 
of the Board of Election Commissioners, have 
refused to accept cuts in their budgets despite 
the city’s present financial emergency. 

The state offices are immune from city con- 
trol, though city taxpayers must pay and pay to 
support them. As a result, city budget officials 
could not look for fat in state office expendi- 
tures, but had to turn to such expedients as 
running the risk of endangering public safety 
by leaving street lights off an hour longer each 
day, and failing to purchase five badly needed 
pumpers for the Fire Department. 

But who cares about the public safety? The 
citadels of patronage are secure, and they will 
continue to be secure if the new charter is de- 
feated. For the charter would end this taxation- 
without-representation run rampant, and assert 
the authority of city taxpayers to control the 


expenditures of the state offices they have to, 


pay for. Could there be a better demonstration 
of why the new charter is needed?

Umbrellas, perpetually on the verge of poking 
someone in the eye, are the greatest threat to 
American safety in Japan. today, says a dispatch 
from Tokyo. They are also the greatest threat 
to American safety in America today. For for- 
mer Gov. Alfred E. Smith of New York was 
wrong when he said “The American people 
never carry an umbreHa. They prepare to walk 
in eternal sunshine.” American women carry 
umbrellas, all right. : 

Specifically, they carry an umbrella as though 
it were part of them and they had no responsi- 
bility to avoid poking it into other people any 
more than if it were their elbows. American 
men who carry an umbrella at all carry it as 
though they shrank from intruding either it or 
themselves on anybody. So they are not much 
of a danger, umbrella-wise or otherwise. 

It is the women who sashay their umbrellas 
at every passerby or pretiecessor on the street 
and occasionally, reversing their course precipi- 
tately, at those who follow after. It is women 
who, in case the rain is accompanied by some 
wind, plow along blindly with umbrellas set in 
front of them against the breeze, regardless of 
whose ox gets gored. It is women who are the 
first to open an umbrella before going out into 
the weather, and the last to close it—dripping 


and being shaken all over everybody—after com- 


ing in out of the weather. 

There is some question about the nature of 
umbrellas, and no wonder, when it looks so re- 
spectable in a man’s hands and so irresponsible 
in a woman's. In “The Philosophy of Umbrel- 
las” J. W. Ferrier and Robert Louis Stevenson 
were so far misled as to write: “It is the ha- 
bitual carriage of the umbrella that is the stamp 
of respectability. The umbrella has become the 
acknowledged index of social position.” The 
late Prime Minister Neville Chamberlain of Eng- 
land made the umbrella, which he habitually 
carried, the symbol of appeasement. 

But it is not respectability, or appeasement, or 
timidity, or forehandedness, or any other of your 
milk-and-water qualities that the umbrella often 
represents. Maybe it is simple larceny. The 


man who looks so careful, so provident, so much 
the type to tie to, as he proceeds along the street 
high and dry under an umbrella, may look that 
way because he Bes ae counsel of the un- 
identified poet who .

Two men from Maine have spoken up for 
Sumner T. Pike for confirmation for commis- 
sioner on the Atomic Energy Commission. One 
is Senator Brewster, Maine Republican, who was 
reported to be none too friendly. He goes so far 
now as to predict Senate approval for Mr. Pike 
on Monday. 

The other man from Maine,is now actually 
from lilinois, Senator Douglas, who was born in 
the Pine Tree State. He has known Mr. Pike 


since the days when they were in Bowdoin Col- - 


lege together. Senator Douglas’ support is with- 
out reservation of any kind as to ability. He 
questions humorously only that Mr. Pike should 
continue to be a Republican after all these years. 

The ‘adverse 5-to-4 vote of the Senate com- 
mittee was a measure not of Sumner Pike but 
of the low-level politics some Senators will play 
in an election year. The Truman Administra- 
tion is doing exactly right infighting for Mr. 
Pike’s confirmation. To throw out the only re- 
maining member of the original five AEC com- 
missioners for no good reason at all would be to 
misuse flagrantly the confirming power of the 
Senate. 

Sumner Pike should be and we trust will be 
confirmed for continued public service. 
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Teachers Against Communism 

Like most Americans, the nation’s teachers 
are concerned about Communism. They are 
also concerned about the freedom of education. 
The problem of reconciling the two was neatly 
illustrated at the convention of the National 
Edueation Association, just closed in St. Louis. 

With little dissent, the association voted to bar 
Communists from membefship. We think it 
was well within its rights. Any citizens’ group, 
whether it. be a teachers’ organization, a labor 
union, or a political action body, may properly 
decide that its owh purposes are incompatible 
with those of Communism, and so may ex- 
clude Communists from leadership or associa- 
tion with it. 

The delegates also approved a committee re- 
port recommending that Communists shall not 
be employed in schools. Here they were ex- 
pressing the generally sound conviction that a 
Communist abdicates his own freedom when he 
accepts party discipline, and in that respect dis- 
qualifies himself as a teacher. 

But the crucial question is not whether Com- 
munists should be emplayed as a matter of 
policy. Rather it is how the qualifications of 
teachers should be determined. They should be 
determined, we think, by the individual merits 
of the individual teacher, and not by the ap- 
plication of broad labels or general classifica- 
tions. a ~ 

It was in this spirit that the N.E.A. commit- 
tee'on tenure and’ académié ‘freedom brought in 
a report condemning loyalty oaths for teach- 
ers. Obviously this committeé has no desire to 
see Communists infiltrate the schoois. But it 
fears that an over-zealous emphasis on the 
Communist test to the exclusion of others will 
restrain the freedom and vigor of ‘independent 
thought which are essential to good education. 

Education gains little of positive value mere- 
ly by excluding Communists as teachers; but it 
can lose much if teachers fear to think for 
themselves or to discuss all the issues of our 
time in the classroom.

A College Rooted in the Soil 


, The Mirror

Ozark institution, dying with Greek and Latin, takes on new life 
by focusing on conservation of land and people; gives students a 
purpose related to central needs of area; president stops own 
salary as financial stringency endangers a promising experiment. 


From a letter by Rev. Shirley E. Greene, Agricultural Relations Secretary, 
Council for Social Action, Congregational Christian Churches 


Two years ago I first saw Iberia Col- 
lege, in the Ozarks at Iberia, Mo. A sorrier 
looking institution I have rarely seen. An 
unkempt campus, a few run-down build- 
ings, a student body of 17! For 60 years 
it had tried to arouse the Ozark mountain- 
eers to enthusiasm for Greek and Latin. 
It had had its glorious moments but its 
days were done. Iberia College ought to 
die. So any practical 
man would judge. 

Such a judgment 
would have reck- 
oned without Forrest 
Brown. Forrest had 
just come from Mas- 
sachusetts to assume 
the presidency when 
1 was there in 1948, 
He felt almost as ‘du- 
bious that day as his 
campus lonKed. But’ 
Forrest had ‘imagi+ _ 
nation. 

In May I went 
back to Iberia. I 
went to study .and 
report on something new under the sun. 
The gleaming new sign at the campus en- 
trance gave the first clue. “Conservation 
College,” it read. Interviews with Forrest 
Brown, his rejuvenated board and faculty 
filled in the picture. 


Behind that sign lies a brand new con- 
ception in Christian higher education. 
South Missouri is a land of worn-out soils 
and worn-out souls. Poor land makes poor 
people make poor communities make 
poorer land. This is the vicious circle of 
the Ozarks. 

Forrest Brown and his associates have 
boldly faced that challenge. Let us develop 
a junior college curriculum, they are say- 
ing, around the concept of conservation 
in its broadest meaning. We will bend all 
the distiplines of the classroom and all 
the experiences of campus and college 
farm toward.a focus on the meanings and 
practices of conservation. We will teach 
conservation of natural resources, of 
human resources, of social resources, of 
spiritual _ resources. 


It takes no more of a rural sociologist 
than I am to see that here is an ingenious 
answer to the central need of the Ozark 
area—and a good many other areas in 
America and around the world. And it 
takes no more of a theologian than I am

to see that this experiment is, in fact, 
dealing with a fundamental Christian doc- 
trine—the doctrine of stewardship. . 

Close observers of contemporary Ameri- 
can campus life are bemoaning the typical 
student’s lack of a sense of purpose in 
life. The ccjlege equips its students with 
money-getting skills, socially acceptable 
ideas and habits. It is notably failing to 
give him a sense of meaning or direction 
for his living. The so-called church related 
colleges are doing but little if any better 
than the secular schools. 

Conservation College, if it can make 
good on its dreams, has an answer for the 
youth in search of life’s meaning. To him 
it says, “You are God’s child. You share 
creaturehood with the fertile earth, the 
tall forest, the deep-laid mineral and the 
life-bringing rain. But you are more than 
‘these. You were created to have dominion 
over the earth, to ‘dress it and to keep it,’ 
to hold it as a trust, to mold its weaith 
into a foundation for a society of pro- 
ductivity, of justice, of freedom, of human 
dignity. The goal of Christian education is 
also the goal of Christian living: ‘He who 
would be the greatest among you, let him 
become the servant of all.’” 

Conservation College ought to live. The 
world needs at least one and maybe even- 
tually 1000 Christian colleges rooted in 
concepts as fundamental as this. This 
humble experiment in the Ozarks deserves 
the critical attention of Christian edu- 
cators, of town and country church lead- 
ers, of agricultural missionaries and mis- 
sionaries-in-training. It deserves the sup- 
port of Christian philanthropists. 

The tragic reality, overshadowing at the 
moment this high-flown and worthy 
dreaming, is that Forrest Brown had to 
mortgage the farm to meet his May pay- 
roll, He stopped drawing his own salary 
several months ago. Fifteen thousand to 
twenty-five thousand dollars mus{ be 
found fo boost the instifution over the 
hump of further campus rehabilitation and 
1950-51 operating expenses. Otherwise 
Conservation College is going to die—and 
with it may die an idea the world needs. 


Doesn't it seem to you as if, in a nation 
whose annual income is over 200 billion 
dollars, we should be able to find $25,000 
for an educational institution dedicated to 
the conservation of the natural and human 
resources of that wealth? Do you know 
where we can find it? Or part of it?

CITY ROUSING SURVEY 
TO BEGIN THIS MONTH 


North, South and West-Cen- 
tral Sections Selected for 
Start of Project.

The long-delayed survey re- 
quired in connection with the 
city’s ordinance on minimum 
housing standards will begin in 
two or three weéks, Director of 
Public Welfare John J. O’Toole 
said yesterday. 

His announcement was made 
after a meeting at City Hall of 
city officials and representatives 
of the: St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity and the City Plan Commis- 
sion. 

Deputy Health Commissioner 
John O. Buxell, who will be in 
charge of the survey, said three 
areas—one each in the _ north, 
south and west-central sections of 
the city—have been selected for 
start of the project. 

Twelve field inspectors and 
three building inspectors will be 
used in the survey, which is ex- 
pected to e a year to complete. 

Purpose of the survey, required 
as a preliminary to enforcement 
of the ordinance, is to determine 
in what parts of the city enforce- 
ment methods should be concen- 
trated. 

Besides obtaining information

It does not 
require an affidavit but the 
voter's signature must correspond 
to that on his permanent regis- 
tration card. Applications. may 
be made at any time from now 
up to 6 p.m. on July 31, Uxa said. 
Ballots, which are mailed out 
within two or three days after 
receipt of the application, are 
accompanied by unsealed enve- 
lopes bearing the address of the 
Board of Election Commissioners 
on the face and an oath on the

LARGER ALLIED 


Says Lesson of Korea Is: 
‘No Dawdling’ — 
Thinks Red Attack Less 
Likely Than Ever. 


FRANKFURT, Germany, July 8 


missioner John J. McCloy says 
the Allies should send more 
troops to western Europe. 


He said he has seen no signs 
of a new Berlin blockade. The 
American show of strength in Ko- 
rea, he commented, has made @ 
similar Communist attack on 
western Germany “less likely” 
than ever. 

But, he told a press conference 
yesterday, the lesson of Korea is | 
that the Allies must not “dawdle.” | 

“I think we’ are not yet at the | 
point where we have enough di-| 
visions in all West Europe,” he 
Said. “I am not talking about 
the United States. I am talking 
about the United States and other 
countries. 

“I believe we should have 
larger forces just as rapidly as 
we can. How many, I refer you 
to the military people.” 

He added that as far as he 
knew extra Allied troops had not 
been requested for western Ger- 
many. 

McCloy, in one of his rare press 
conferences, also made _ these 
points: 

1. There is no plan for the 
evacuation of Germany by allied 
personnel, other than a routine 
plan that. always has been on the 
books. 

2. The East German Communist 
army is a “technical threat to 
peace under the United Nations 
definition,” but McCloy repeated 
that he did not expect it to at- 
tack. 

Earlier, McCloy disclosed that 
West Germany’s request for a 
federal police force is being 
studied by a special allied com- 
mittee. The disclosure came in a 
brief cabled reply to Representa- 
tive Jacob Javits (‘Rep.), New. 
York, who had rrotested to Mc- 
Cloy because the plan was even | 
being considered. 

“The study is being conducted | 
purely as a police problem and_| 
not as a proposal for the creation | 
of a military or para-military | 
force,.”” McCloy said. “No recom- | 
mendation will be made without | 
careful thought.” |

Swing It! It's Fast Swin 
Big Bat, Producing Long Hit 


(In this, the concluding article

NEW YORK, July 8 ‘AP)—All 
right, s0 maybe the 1950 baseball 
isn't any livelier than the 1940 
or 1930 baseball. 

Then what accounts for the out- 
bréak of home runs, of triples and 
doubles? 

To solve the mystery, how about 
considering the bat? 

Not that there anything 
wrong with the bat. It is just 
being used differently—and more 
effectively. And it has gradually 
become smaller. 

Here is an amazing thing. You 
might think that the bigger the 
bat the more distance a man could 
get with hitting a baseball. 

Such is not the case. The dis- 
tance, or force, that is given to 
an object is covered by a little 
formula out of high school phvys- 
ics. This says: Kinetic energy 
equals one-half the mass times 
the velocity squared. 

Note that “squared.” 
the kéey word. 

For example, if the mass in 
this formula was expressed by the 


That's 


figure five, and the velocity by | 


the same figure, then if you 
increased the mass to six you 
would have only a slight increase 
in the distance a ball would go. 
But if you increased the velocity 
to six, you would have a very 
considérable increasé. Because 
five squared is 25, while six 
squared is 36. It is as simple as 
that. 
Fast Swing—Not Rig Bat. 
Or put it another way, you can 


get a lot more distance on a hit | 


by swinging a small bat very fast 
than by swinging a bi¢ bat some- 
what slower 

That is why before a game a 
fungo bat is used to knock balls 
out to the outfielders for practice. 
This is a very slender bat. Armed 
with it, even the weakest hitter 
ean belt one 300 feet with ease. 
(Incidentally, it could not be used 
in a game because it would break 
under the force of a pitch). 

An athlete in another sport who 


is Chuck Kocsis, the Michigan 
Walker Cup golfer.

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Ozark Angling 


For Fly Fishing 


By Leonard Hall 


N considering the relative merits of fly fishing 
| and bait casting, I confessed to a preference for 
the fly rod. This is a preference and not in any 
Sense. a prejudice, for years of experience with 
/ both these angling 

tools has convinced me 

that neither requires 

more skill for its satis- 

factory use than the 

other. It is probably 

easier to become rea- 

sonably competent in 

handling the light 

lures on the fly rod 

than the heavier ones 

on the casting rod. I 

suppose that, through- 

out the years, I've seen 

as many bass “throw” 

a multi-hooked plug 

as I’ve seen lost on the 

3 fiyrod. In either case, 


scorn if the hook is prop- 
erly set at the time of the strike and the rules 
for playing the fish on that particular tackle are 


observed, the chances for landing the quarry 
should be good; yet every experienced fisherman 
has seen fish lost through one mis-chance or an- 
other, even when all the rules are followed. The 
thing which catches fish, if my years at the game 
are any criterion, is rather complex. It is a com- 
bination of reasonable skill, persistence and, above 
all, knowledge of the habits of the particular mem- 
her of the finny tribe which we are pursuing. 


SINCE WE CAN’T go fishing without tackle, 
let's see what We may need to become a bass 
fisherman on the lakes and streams of Missouri. 
Starting with the fly fishing outfit, here are the 
basic things we need to know. In fly fishing, 
the rod is of the essence, It is the resiliency and 
backbone of the rod which makes possible the 
cast and which, if used as it is intended to be used, 
can conquer the heaviest and gamest fish. Look 
at the fly rods in your favorite tackle store and 
you will at once appreciate that they are delicate 
precision instruments. Manufactured from bamboo, 
glass, or, in a few cases, steel, they weigh only 
four or five ounces for a length of eight to nine 
feet. To build both Dalance and strength into 
such an instrument is an art. The “expectant” 
fly fisherman will therefore do well to invest as 
much as he can afford in his rod and to look with 
extreme skepticism on anything advertised as a 
bargain. 


* * * 

NEXT IN IMPORTANCE in the kit of the fly 
fisherman is his line. There is no problem here 
of strength, for the line will always be stronger 
than the leader which is attached to it. But quality 
is a factor, since cheap lines soon get gummy or 
rough, making casting hard work instead of a 
pleasure. The real essential in a fly line is to 
select the proper weight to bring out the action 
of the rod and thus achieve the maximum in dis- 
tance, accuracy and easy: handling. Most Ozark 


bass fishermén ‘tise’ a level-line;rrather than oné . 


with a single or double taper. The latter has 
advantages, especially in heavily fished waters 
where the lure must be presented with utmost 
skill and care. But it is expensive and, generally 
speaking, the level line will do the job. I'd there- 
fore recommended it for the beginner. 

. * 

THE FLY ROD REEL is merely a place to store 
the 30 yards of fly line, sometimes with a “back- 
ing” of casting line on the reel spool. It is used 
not at all for playing the fish. Any single-action 
reel with a click may be used and these can be 
bought at low cost. For convenience, however, 
most fly fishermen prefer an automatic fly rod 
reel which, by the pressure of the little finger on 
a lever, takes up slack line and keeps it out of 
the way. This is especially helpful when fishing 
from a boat where excess line stripped out from 
the reel has a way of getting tangled in one’s feet. 

* *x 


THE FLY ROD is always fished with a leader 
at the end of the line, with the lure attached to 
this leader. Today most leaders are made of 
nylon or other synthetie material. They can be 
purchased in 10-yard coils to be cut and made up 
by the fisherman, or in individual leaders of 
varying length and strength, with the loops already 
tied. Extremely clear water requires a long, light 
leader; preferably even a tapered one, although 
it is obvious that strength is here sacrificed with 
the necessity for greater skill being used in playing 
the fish. For a starter, therefore, let’s buy a 
10-yard coil of eight-pound test level leader ma- 
terial and cut this into six-foot lengths. This will 
do the job for the time being. 

* . * 


NOW BEFORE SELECTING our lures and head- 
ing for the stream, comes the matter of casting. 
There is no better place to learn the basic prin- 
ciples of this art than in the back yard. So set up 
your rod, wind the line on the reel and attach it 
to the reel-seat and thread it through the guides. 
Then head for the yard and we'll see how it’s done. 
First select a spot on the lawn where you have 
no treés or shrubs for about 40 feet in front or 
behind you. Strip out a dozen feet of line on the 
ground in front of you. Grasp the rod-grip firmly, 
upper arm and elbow fairly rigid against your 
side and with the tip pointing skyward in front 
of you at an angle 45 degrees above horizontal. 
Putting considerable power into the wrist move- 
ment but holding the elbow in place, whip the 
rod backward into a 45-degree angle behind you, 
and then forward to the original angle. Put the 
same timing, rhythm and power into the back cast 
as into the forward one. 


* * *

back like the uncoiling of a whip, then coils for- 
ward to its full length on the ground before you. 
If it cracks like a whiplash as you start the for- 
ward cast, you're swinging too fast. With the 
dozen feet of line you have out, you'll find in a 
few casts that you can lay it out perfectly.

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Good Jam-Making Method

HE first step in making any 
T tspe of jelly is in preparing 

the fruit. With currant juice 
for the old-fashioned method, we 
may use one cup of sugar to each 
cup of hot juice. When equal 
parts of raspberries and currants 
are combined, one cup of juice 
will need three-fourths cup of 
sugar. 

The sugar should be added to 
the hot juice and should be 
stirred over low heat until sugar 
is dissolved. After this, boiling 
should be rapid and no stirring 
is necessary. At the end of 10 
minutes, testing for thickness 
should begin. For this, we dip 
a spoon into the mixture and let 
the sirup drop from the length- 
wise edge. When two drops stay 
side by side, it is ready to pour 
into the sterilized jelly glasses. 
When it has cooled and set, the 
melted paraffin is poured into 
each glass. Then, each glass 
must be covered. If you are short 
of tin covers which come with 
jelly glasses, foil may be used 
and will protect from dust and 
any molds that may be floating in 
the air. 

There are several ways of mak- 


ing old-fashioned raspberry jam. 
I prefer one which has been de- 
veloped in the last few years, 
sinee it 


preserves the natural 


flavor and Gdélor. The fruit is 
scalded with boiling water before 
part of the sugar is added, then 
cooked for & short timé before 
the remaining sugar goes Into the 
kettle. This method is just as 
good for strawberries and with 
cherries. Cooking time differs 
slightly. Do not be disappointed 
if your jam is not as thick as 
jelly. And you will love the 
flaver. 


Old-Fashioned Currant Jelly. 

Wash currants without stem- 
ming. Add one tablespoon water 
for eath quart of fruit, and cook 
over low heat about 10 minutes 
until berries are soft. Crush fruit 
with a Wooden spoon. Pour into 
jelly bag, tie corners and let 
drip through strainer placed over 
bowl. Measure juice into large 
kettle, and bring to boiling. Add 
one cup sugar to each cup juice. 
Stir until sugar is dissolved. Boil 
rapidly until two drops will hang 
side by side from edge of spoon. 
Remove from heat. Skin and 
pour into sterilized glasses. 
Cool and when set cover with 
one-fourth inch layer of melted 
paraffin. Cover, label and store. 

Note: For currant and rasp- 
berry jelly, use equal parts of 
each fruit. Use three-fourths cup 
of sugar to each cup of juice.

That plan is more im- 
portant than ever to Europe to- 
day, because to create a European 
community there must be eco- 
nomic unity in Europe. 

The Dutch seem to have fully
